It appears 
that systematic training of officers, KGOa, and specialists of the Polish 
Navy has been started. Apparently, each category has. first 
to pass basic infantry training. Training for submarine and anti~Bu*anarine 
service is separate. 

b„ The data given in this report (for the first time) on the draft of the 
1925 through 1928 classes to, and their discharge from, the Polish Wavy 
generally correspond to previously obtained information on the Polish Army : 


1925 class: Discharge in September 1948 (except for reenlistees such as 

officer and WC0 candidates). 

1926 class: Draft by monthly quotas since the Spring of 1947 (the deser-
